THE confident prediction of Gen. 
Eisenhower that Germany will 
be smashed in 1944 startled circles 
accustomed to speak much more 
cautiously of coming1 events and 
brought the usual—almost habitu­ 
al—warning against over-optimism. 
That preoccupation with the idea 
that the nation is “complacent” or 
apt to become so seems to stem 
from a fear that the public, neces­ 
sarily aware that preparations are 
nearly completed for the final all- 
out assault on the Nazis, is not 
equally aware that the cost in lives 
may be staggering. 
Nevertheless, the confidence in 
early victory over tho Germans 
persists, not only among the pub­ 
lic, but in official circles also. 
A year of consistent victory, 
even if most of it was in effect 
jockeying for position, has fed it, 
and recent official statements as 
well as the news from the war 
zones have confirmed the expecta­ 
tion. 
THUS Eisenhower’s statement at 
a farewell press conference in 
Algiers put in words what observ­ 
ers bad deduced from the announce­ 
ments after the Cairo and Teheran 
conferences, from the President’s 
Christmas eve address, from the 
rapidity with which the invasion 
command is taking shape, from the 
spectacular advances of the Red 
army in its two rolling winter of­ 
fensives. from the furious pace of 
the air war against Europe from 
Britain: The Allied high command 
expects the war In Europe to end 
next year. 
But it does not expect that vic­ 
tory to come cheaply. 
The accu­ 
mulation of huge striking forces 
for the invasion is cause for con­ 
fidence, but It Is also prima facie 
evidence that the command, expects 
huge forces to be necessary. 
Casualties may be very high, 
particularly in the early phases— 
Tarawa was an indication of how 
costly amphibious assaults on forti­ 
fied positions can be. 
And once the invasion is begun, 
enormous quantities of aupplles 
will be needed in a constant and 
increasing flow to keep it moving 
until the last shot ie fired. 
THE officials hardly can tell the 
Allied public the details of 
what they think might happen 
without informing the enemy of 
what they plan to do. 
And because they can't tell the 
public, they appear to be haunted 
by a fear that the grim develop­ 
ments which might come will shock 
the people into resentful outcry. 
or that there will be a letdown on 
the home front and a dwindling 
of supplies at a critical period.

battlefront 
news, from which anyone can form 
his own conclusions, the official 
statements sometimes seem to be 
based on a check-and-halance plan. 
An official on Wedaesday open­ 
ly tries to jolt public complacency 
by predicting a threefold rise in 
casualties In 90 daye and on Fri­ 
day the President expresses cer­ 
tainty of victory—“though the cost 
may be high and the time may be 
long.” 
On Monday, 
Eisenhower says 
flatly the time will not be more 
than a year and Secretary Hull 
promptly warns the public that too 
much optimism will retard victory. 
In all likelihood, the warnings 
will continue until Japan also is 
defeated as officials try to fix the 
fine line between confidence and 
over-confidence.

More Civilian Goods 
To Be Made In 1944 


Br I he Annodated Free*. 
WASHINGTON, Dpc. 2S—Aimed 
at silencing one of the loudest 
squawks from the home front, a 
program for expanded 1941 produc 
tion of simple aud easy-to-make 
civilian goods is about ready to be 
launched by the office of civilian 
requirements. 
The plan developed after a study 
disclosed that while civilians ac­ 
cept the scarcity of refrigerators, 
washing machines and other major 
conveniences, they're really grip 
ing about shortages of the ‘‘little 
things in life,” like bobbie pins 
pots and pans, elastic tape and tex­ 
tile products. 
_ 
In a majority of instances, the 
OCR has found that the simple 
items on the “gripe list” could be 
manufactured 
without 
upsetting 
any manpower or raw materials 
schedules. Only a few conflicted 
with war-vital production, and OCR 
is making no recommendation for 
expanded 
production 
of 
these 
items. 
Elastic Tape Most Important 
In the order of importance, the 
goods civilians want most are elas­ 
tic tape, satisfactory hosiery, wash­ 
tubs, shoes, bobbie pins, sheets, in­ 
fants* underwear, pails and buck­ 
ets, childrens clothing, steel wool 
pot scourers, dress fabrics, alarm 
clocks, 
children’s 
shoes, 
pins, 
needles and safety pins, electric 
irons, boys’ overalls, washing ma­ 
chines, flashlight batteries, knives 
and forks, clothespins, small pots 
and pans, elastic girdles, and elec­ 
tric iron cords. 
Prospects for adequate produc­ 
tion of all textile products are 
“fair to good”. The recent direc­ 
tive of Stabilization Director Fred 
M. Vinson, which permits a com­ 
plete revision of price structures 
to stimulate production, will be 
tried first on textiles. 
The OCR is recommending sharp 
increases in the production of tex­ 
tile products. Informed sources say 
that the expanded production will 
be noticeable by the second quar­ 
ter of 1944. 
Sleek Nylons Are Gone 
Consumers should have plenty 
of elastic tape, girdles and bobbie 
pins in 1944. Orders already ap­ 
proved have doubled production of 
bobble pins. Adequate supplies of 
synthetic rubber for tape and gir­ 
dles 
have 
bepn 
allocated, 
and 
these items will be back in circu­ 
lation soon after the first of the 
year under present plans. 
The outlook for women’s hos­ 
iery isn’t so good. They’ll be warm 
and plentiful, of lisle and rayon, 
but the sleek nylons of pre-war 
days haven't a chance. War needs 
all the nylon we produce. 
The OCR will recommend doub­ 
led 1944 production of washtubs, 
and comparable increases in pails, 
buckets, pots and pans. Steel pros­ 
pects are improving. 
No Extra Alarm Clocks 
Expansion of alarm clock and 
washing machine output is highly 
unlikely, the OCR survey indicates. 
Alarm clocks are complicated gad­ 
gets, and 
experienced 
workmen 
are occupied Wit Ii muking explo­ 
sives timing devices. Washing ma­ 
chines require electric motors need­ 
ed in war goods. 
The 
OCR survey 
shows 
that 
leather and manpower for shoe pro­ 
duction 
will match 
1943 
totals, 
with expansion unlikely. A shift 
to production of children’s shoes 
may be decreed under the Vinson 
order. 
Prospects are good for pot scour- 
era, pins, safety pins and knives 
and forks. The outlook for expand­ 
ed production of electric irons is 
only fair, with copper shortages 
likely to hold the increase down. 
There is also little hope for signi­ 
ficant increases in flashlight bat­ 
teries, which are widely used in 
military operations.

T THINK there is a way of redu cing. If not com- 
pletely eliminating, one of the great menaces 
of ou r fu tu re—race hatred. 
One long step In this direction wou ld be passags 
of the Lynch bill, which wou ld bar from the mails 
printed defam atory and false s-tatements tending 
to expose to hatred, ridicu le, social avoidance or 
bu ilnes* Inju ry persons in the United States 
designated or Identified by race or religion. 
Anybody mailing or delivering non-mailable 
m atter w’ou ld be su bject to a fine u p to $5,000 or 
to Imprisonment u p to five years. The bill is 
before a su b-committee of the hou se of represen­ 
tatives and is likely to be reported ou t favorably. 
It is alm ost su re to pass. ^ 
The mail rem ains the greatest avenu e of prop­ 
aganda for viciou s grou ps that have dedicated 
themselves to fomenting of rare hatred. Ton* of 
printed m atter are spread over the nation ex’ery 
week. Tbe bill. If made into law, might not stop 
the pu blishing of su ch m atter bu t It wou ld cer­ 
tainly confine the circu lation to local areas. 


■r THINK It shou ld have gone fu rther and pro- 
* hiblted transfer of propaganda of this natu ro 
between states. If it can be done Otherwise, the 
pu bllahers may resort to the device of the dis­ 
tribu tors of sweepstakes and lottery tickets and 
u se expres*. Bu t cu tting those pu blishers off from 
the mail will be a fine beginning. 
I have often thou ght that if by law or by agree­ 
m ent among the newspaper pu blishers of the 
land, no persons were ever designated or Identi­ 
fied in news Items by race or religion It wou ld 
help eradicate race hatred, and I once got myself 
In very bad with a city editor trying to pu t my 
theory Into practice. 
I was doing rewrfie one night, and In tou ching 
u p a reporter’s lead on a m u rder 1 said, “John 
Hmlth, a laborer and a Presbyterian, 43 years 
old, blu dgeoned his wife to 'd eath etc.’’ and on 
a brief Rem abou t a small swindle. 1 WTotf 
“William Brown, a confidence man and a Meth­ 
odist”— 


The city editor had a conniption fit when ba 
read ray efforts, and be came tearing down the 
city room to my desk and shook my copy u nder 
my beezer and wanted to know what I was trying 
to do to the paper by identifying criminals by 
their religions and 1 said, oh, I had read a story 
that morning that mentioned a fellow accu sed of 
bu rglary as a Holy Roller and I thou ght It was 
an office ru le. 


A S you can imagine, my little campaign was 
F Y short-lived, bu t since then I have felt it Is 
u nfair to identify one per.son by his race or 
religion and not another, and not only u nfair bu t 
sometimes deliberately sinister. It Is a favorite 
trick of anti-Cathollc and antl-Semltlc grou ps. 
I believe there is one large city In tbe United 
Btates In which newspapers never Identify a 
Negro as su ch in police news. 
There Is another large city on the Pacific coast 
with a considerable Latin popu lation where the 
newspapers do not deem It necessary to Identify 
the individu al in items of discredit by mentioning 
hlB race. However, the narabs u su ally leave the 
reader In no dou bt. 
We have tried appeals to the Intelligence of 
ou r people to discou rage racial and religions 
hatred in every form. Unfortu nately, we still have 
many conscienceless persons who seem to make 
a regu lar bu slne-ss of creating and spreading this 
hatred, and it appears the only way of getting at 
them is throu gh the law,

Q.—Should the water In a hot water or steam 
furnace be changed ev ery y ear, or ev ery four or 
fiv e y ears, or not at all? 
A,—The four- or fiv e-y ear figure would ba 
nearly right In most cases. The only reason for 
changing the water at all would be that rust and 
sediment might collect In tbe bottom of the iur- 
nace, and it might need to be cleaned out once 
In a while. Run out some of the water from the 
bottom of the furnace; if It seems to be loaded 
heav ily with mat and sediment, let It run until 
it clears up fairly well. But there Is no point in 
changing water in a furnace simply because It 
looks rusty .

T TH IN K th ere is a w ay of reducing, lf not com- 
-* pletely elim inating, one of the g reat m enaces 
of our future— race hatred. 
One long step In this direction would be passage 
of the Lynch bill. which would bar from the m alls 
printed defam atory and false statem en ts tending 
to expose to hatred, ridicule, social avoidance or 
business Injury persons in the U nited S tates 
designated o r identified by race or religion. 
Anybody m ailing o r delivering non-m ailable 
m atter would be subject to a fine up to $5,000 or 
to im prisonm ent up to five years. T he bill is 
before a sub-com m ittee of the house of rep resen ­ 
tatives and is likely to be reported out favorably. 
It Is alm ost su re to pass. * 
T he m all rem ains the g re atest avenue of prop­ 
aganda for vicious groups th at have dedicated 
them selves to fom enting of race hatred. Tons of 
printed m a tte r are spread over the nation every 
week. The bill, if m ade into law, m ight not stop 
the publishing of such m atter b ut it would cer­ 
tainly confine the circulation to local areas. 


T TH IN K it should have gone fu rth er and pro- 
J hibtted tran sfer of propaganda of th is n atu re 
betw een states, if it can be done O therw ise, the 
publishers may re so rt to the device of the dis­ 
trib u to rs of sw eepstakes and lo ttery tick ets and 
use express. B ut cutting those publishers off from 
the m ail will be a fine beginning. 
I have often thought th at if by law o r by agree­ 
m ent am ong the new spaper publishers of the 
land, no persons w ere ever designated o r Identi­ 
fied in new s Item s by race o r religion it would 
help eradicate race hatred, and I once got m yself 
in very bad wdth a city editor try in g to put m y 
theory into practice. 


I w as doing rew rite one night, and in touching 
up a rep o rter's lead on a m urder I said, “John 
Sm ith, a lab o rer and a P resbyterian, 43 y ears 
old. bludgeoned his wife to 'd eath etc.” and on 
a brief Item about a 
sm all sw indle, I w rote 
"W illiam Brown, a confidence m an and a M eth­ 
o d ist”—- 


The city editor had a conniption fit when he 
read my efforts, and he cam e tearing down the 
city room to m y desk and shook my copy under 
m y beezer and w anted to know w hat I w as try in g 
to do to the paper by Identifying crim inals by 
th eir religions and I said, oh, I had read a story 
th a t m orning th a t m entioned a fellow accused of 
burglary as a Holy R oller and I thought it was 
an office rule. 


\ S you can im agine, m y little cam paign w as 
4 I short-lived, but since then I have felt It is 
unfair to Identify one person by his race o r 
religion and not another, and not only unfair but 
som etim es d eliberately sinister. It Is a favorite 
trick of antl-CathoU c and antl-Sem ltlc groups. 
I believe th ere is one large city in th e U nited 
S tates in 
which new spapers never Identify a 
N egro as such In police news. 
T h ere is an o th er large city on the Pacific coast 
w ith a considerable L atin population w here the 
new spapers do not deem it n ecessary to Identify 
the individual In Item s of discredit by m entioning 
bls race. H ow ever, tile nam ^s usually leave th e 
read er in no doubt. 
W e have tried appeals to th e Intelligence of 
ou r people to discourage racial and religious 
| hatred In every form . U nfortunately, we still have 
m any conscienceless persons who seem to m ake 
a regular business of creatin g and spreading this 
hatred, and It appears the only way of getting a t 
them is through the law.

Q.—Should the water in a hot water or steam 
furnace be changed every year, or every four or 
five years, or not at all? 
A.—The four- or 
five-year figure would

nearly right In most cases. The only reason for 
changing the water at all would be that rust and 
sedim ent might collect In tbe bottom of tbe fur* 
nace, and it might need to be cleaned out once 
In a while. Run out some of the water from the 
bottom of the furnace; lf It seem s to be loaded 
heavily with rust and sedim ent, let It run until 
It clears up fairly well. But there Is no point in 
changing water in a furnace simply because It 
looks rusty.
